“In the air we shall of course be 
supreme.” Hitler resumed, “The air 
offers many possibilities. We shall 
surpass all competitors. 


“We have only one serious rival in 
this fleld: the English. The Slavs will 
never learn to fight in the air. It is a 
manly weapon, a Germanic art of 
battle. 

“T shall build the largest air fleet 
in the world. We shall have the most 
daring pilots. Of course, we shall have 
A great army as well.” 

“Will you introduce universal con- 
scription again?” he was asked. 

“Not only that, but a universal con- 
scription of labour to which Hinden- 
purg’s auxiliary conscription will 
seem a petty half-measure, We need 
armies, not only ~ highly qualified 
special formations, but mass armies 
as well. 

“But we shall not use them as in 
1914, The place of artillery prepara- 
tion: for frontal attack by one infan- 
try in trench warfare will in future 
be taken by revolutionary propaganda, 
to break ‘down the enemy psychologi- 
cally before the armies begin to furic- 
tion at all.

“Mental confusion, contradiction of 
feeling, indecisiveness, panic: these are 
our weapons.

Then you will know our task. - 

“T shall never’ start a war without 
the certainty that a demoralised enemy 
will succumb to the first stroke of a 
single gigantic attack.” Hitler’s eyes 
took on a fixed stare, and he began 
to shout.

AT LEAST TWO BRITISH ships scuttled themselves 
when the Graf Spee tried to capture them, it was 
learned yesterday when fuller details of the raid- 
er’s career became available. 

On October 7, the Graf Spee’s first victim, the 5,000- 
ton S.s. Clement, was encountered. As the Ger- 
man ship opened. fire on the Clement, her cap- 
tain ordered the destruction of the ship’ s wire- 


less, 


engines and stores; the sea-cocks were 


opened and the crew took to their boats. 

Later, they were placed on board a Greek steamer, 
the master or which was threatened with sink- 
ing when he refused to take them on board with- 


out payment! 

Otber ships, {including the Ashley 
and the Huntsman. were sunk by 
bombs during October when _ the 
Graf Spee crept up on them unawares 
by fiving the French flag. Her “bag” 
for October was five ships. 

November was a poor month, for 
{t was not until November 15 that 
she came across another merchant- 
ship, the 900-ton tanker Africa Shell, 
which was sunk’ in Portuguese terri- 
‘orinl waters. 

STRADDLED TRADE ROUTES 

The Graf Spee’s captain told the 
master of the tanker that for the past 
‘wo weeks he had been straddling 
the Australta-Cape shipping route, 
but without sighting any British 
chips. 

The Graf Spee, followed by her 
supply ship, on which most of the 
British crews were being kept, con- 
‘Inued to crulse around, but it was 
not until December 2 that she sight- 
ed another ship. This was the 10,- 
100-ton Doric Star, which sent out 
an “SOS” and then opened the sea- 
cocks, 

SUNK FROM THE AIR : 

A boarding party arrived to find 
the ship sinking under them, where- 
upon the,Graf Spee shelled and tor- 
oedoed her. 

A few days later, she saw the

WILL GO DOWN IN HISTORY 
The pocket-battleship is a curious 
craft and in its way a marvellous piece 
of mechanism, the observer went on. 
She carries armaments, crew and pro- 
visions that should rightly be carried 
only by ships of twice her displace- 
ment. 


But sacrifices must be made some- 
where, and in the pocket-battleship 
weight is sacrificed. The inside of a 
normal warship is built to stand the 
stresses and strains not only of wea- 
ther and armament but also being hit 
by shells. The Graf Spee had to 
sacrifice this. 

Speaking of the feat of two 6- 
Inch gun crulsers attacking the 
11-inch gun pocket- battleship, the 
BBC observer pointed out that not 
only did they engage the Graf 
B8pee but they defeated her.

The Bri- 
tish cruisers attacked the German ship 
from two separate directions, so that 
she had to disperse her fire ‘and was 
unable to concentrate an entire broad- 
side on any one of them.—Reuter.—

_ President Roosevelt kept in 
close touch with the State De- 
partment from his Hyde Park 
home yesterday, getting all 
the latest news concerning 
the Nazi pocket-battleship 


Graf Spée and her scuttling. 

It is pointed out here that the Pre- 
sident’is particularly concerned with 
possible dangers to North and South 
American property, interest and lives 
caused by belligerent operations in 
the Western Hemisphere and that the 
seuttling of the Graf Spee raises 
several important questions. 

At their recent conference, for in- 
stance, the 21 American countries 
proclaimed n 300-mile “safety zone,” 
with the intention of asking belli- 
gerents to keep their naval engage- 
ments out of this area. 

ACTION TO BE TAKEN? 

The question now arises: Is the Graf 
Spee Incident a violation of the spirit 
of this? 

After the proclamation of the 
“safety zone,” Mr. - Sumner 
Welles, Under-Secretary of the De- 
partment of State, announced 
that the United States had no inten- 
tion of sending its navy out to en- 
force the maintenance of the zone, 
but would like belligerent countries 
to recognise the existence of the area. 

There is now speculation in White 
House quarters whether formal action 
secking international observance of 
the area will be speeded up to prevent 
future incidents such as the Graf 
Spee scuttling.—Reuter. 


NAZIS SINK 
BRITISH SHIP 


FROM AIR 


LONDON, YESTERDAY. 

IN CONNECTION WITH THE

The Canadian Expeditionary 
Force was given a most enthus- 
iastic welcome when it streamed 
ashore in thousands at a port in’ + 
Britain on Sunday from great 
liners guarded by a formidable 
squadron of the Navy, while 
aeroplanes patrolled overhead, 
guarding against a surprise raid. 

The troops represented every 
part of Canada, including some 
Americans, Red Indians and co~ 
loured men. Many served in the 
last war, but the majority were 
youngsters. iJ, 

The troops, drawn up on the 
pier, heard the G.O.C. read a 
message of welcome from the 
King, who said:— 

“The British Army is proud to 
have as comrades in arms the suc- 
cessors:to those who came from. 
Canada in the Great War and 
fought with a heroism that will 
never be forgotten.” 

The troops doffed caps and 
cheered. 

Mr. Anthony . Eden, Secretary 
for the Dominions, then welcomed 
the Canadians. He said that the 
British people will never forget 
this great act of co-operation. 

“The task before us may be long 
—it will certainly be tough, but in 
the assurance of the peoples of 
the British commonwealth Is ‘the 
certainty of final victory.” 

The Commander-in-Chief of the 
Canadian Force, Major-General 
A. G. McNaughton, replied, e¢x- 
pressing their gratitude to the _ 
King and Mr. Eden, and also to
